Among them too, in both the 
GM and Ford contracts, are part 
holidays on Christmas and New 
Year’s eve, vested 
p e n s i o n 
rights, and extra Saturday and 
holiday premiums. 
Reuther won his 
deal 
first 
from Ford, then from General 
Motors, with neither wanting a 
strike shutdown to dent their un­ 


paralleled prosperity. 
The 
two 
giant auto firms reportedly con­ 
sidered but rejected a plan to 
make a combined stand against 
Reuther and the union so that if 
one was struck the other would 
shut down too. This would have 
provided a fighting chance 
to 
beat Reuther’s demands. 
Resides lost profits, a strike 
would have hurt the entire na­ 
tion’s economy 
and

the 


automobile sales market as well. 
Moreover, they feared running 
afoul of anti trust laws. 
The price of avoiding a strike 
is likely to be shared by other

signed for GM’s 35,000 electrical 


plant employes with the CIO In­ 
ternational Union of Electrical 
Workers.

Electric and Westinghouse later 
this year. 
Besides accepting

type guaranteed wage plan, GM 
also yielded the rest of the way 
on the union shop principle. Ford 


already had the full union shop 
but GM had always insisted that 
some few of its employes, about 
20,000 out of 375,000, should be 
exempt from being required to 
become union members.

Big Argentine Labor Strike 
Called In Religious Dispute 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina WB- 
President Juan 
Peron’s 
massive 
l^ a b o r following rallied for a nine- 
^ h o u r nationwide strike today 
to 
dem onstrate their loyalty to their 
leader in his feud with the Ho­ 
rn ar .Catholic 
Peron appealed to the people 
to be “ calm, alert and vigilant” 
in the wake of a three-day wave 
of clashes and demonstrations. 
Attacking the clergy as “ a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing,” he threat­ 
ened last night to crack down 
with all his might on future out- 
♦ breaks. 
Shortly before he spoke, 
fresh 
fighting erupted in the Plaza de 
Mayo in downtown Buenos Aires. 
Church supporters hurled back a 
crowd of Peron 
adherents 
wrho 
charged the M etropolitan Cathe­ 
dral and the adjoining archbish­ 
op’s palace in an effort to mount 
an Argentine flag on the palace. 
The Peronistas 
shouted 
“ Peron 
. yes! Priests no!” as they rushed 
♦ th e building. 
There were no reports of any 
injuries.

House-approved m easure to pro­ 
p o s e a state school board, but de­ 
cided such a board should have 23 
members instead of the nine m em -1 
hers suggested by the lower cham ­ 
ber. 
The Senate com m ittee suggested 
that one m em ber be elected from 
each Ohio congressional district. 
The House decreed that one m em ­ 
ber should be elected from each 
appellate court district. 
The Senate com m ittee appeared 
-sJo have the solid backing of the 
Ttepublican leadership. 
Opponents of 
an 
all - elected 
school board point to the size of 
some of Ohio’s 
appellate 
court 
districts (as m any as 16 counties) 
and ask who would make the ef­ 
fort to cam paign in so large an 
area for an elected job which will 
pay only $240 a year. 
Backers of the 23-member board 
say their proposal answ ers this ob­ 
jection, 
that 
congressional 
dis­ 
t r i c ts have as m any as nine coun­ 
ties.

It also 
raises top weekly benefits for 
the injured from $32.20 to $40.25 
a week and boosts death bene­ 
fits from $9,000 to $12,000. 
The CIO and AFL say the in­ 
creases are too small. 
The equally

job­ 
less pay bill is up in the Senate. 
The upper chamber ha* been hold­

House action on compensation. 
The Senate 
bill 
increases 
top 
jobless benefits from $30 to $33 a 
week, but tightens

ready are the most stringent in 
the nation.

P O R T A T I O I ' 
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DESIGNER OF PRESENT AMERICAN FLAG 
W AS U. S. NAVAL HERO IN WAR OF 1812

WASHINGTON—A movement Is 
underway today in Congress to 
erect a monument at th unmarked 
grave of SamueJ Chester Reid, one 
of the nation’s outstanding naval 
heroes and the designer of the 
present American flag. 
Reid carved a remarkable, but 
now little known, place in Ameri­ 
can history during the War of 
1812. He is buried in Greenwood 
cemetery in Brooklyn. The 119- 
year-old grave was recently dis­ 
covered by a cemetery employe. 
Rep. Francis E. Dom (R), New 
York, is sponsoring legislation “to 
provide for the erection and main­ 
tenance of a suitable monument, 
together with a permanent flag­ 
staff from which the flag of the 
United States may be flown at all 
appropriate times.” 
The Brooklyn congressman said 
Reid designed the 13 stripes to 
represent the original state: and 
is credited also with the idea of 
adding a star for the admission of 
each new state in the Union. 
•

DORN ADDED that the first 
flag patterned after Reid’s design 
was made by Reid’s wife and was 
flown at the Capitol in Washington 
on April 12. 1818. 
Reid was the son of a British 
naval officer who resigned in pro­ 
test 
over 
the 
British 
attitude 
toward the United States. He was 
bora in Connecticut in 1783. 
Reid entered the American navy 
in 1794. At 20 he became master 
of a brig, having gone to sea 
when he was ll. He was captured 
at sea during the short-lived sea 
war with France and spent some 
months in a French prison. 
When the War of 1812 began, 
Reid took to privateering and be­ 
came famous for the large number 
of British ships he captured or 
destroyed. He died in 1861 at the 
age of 78. 
He was 31 when he fought one 
of the epic sea battles of modern 
times, a conflict which President 
Theodore Roosevelt described as 
“one of the most desperate sea 
fights ever fought.”

R E ID was captain of the Gen­ 
eral Armstrong, a privateer, when 
he was cornered in the harbor of 
Fayal, rn the Azores, by a British 
fleet of three vessels, all larger 
than his own. 
While there, on Sept. 26, 1814, 
Captain Reid repulsed an attack 
by I i British small boats launched

of 3.000 troops being sent to help 
capture the rich territory from 
the Americans. 
By the time the British rein­ 
forcements arrived, the battle was 
over and Gen. Andrew Jackson 
had won a notable victory. 
Captain Reid’s 90 men repulsed 
the initial onslaught from four 
boats with such effect that most 
of the attackers were slain or 
wounded. 


IN THE NEXT onslaught, all 
British boats were filled with men 
and pressed to the attack. W’hen 
the British began boarding the 
General Armstrong, the defenders 
leaped into the English boats, kill­ 
ing or injuring three-quarters of 
the 
attackers, 
sinking 
several 
boats, and capturing two. 
Then the wind, which had fa­ 
vored the Americans, changed. The 
British ships moved in close and 
opened fire. Realizing further re­ 
sistance was hopeless, Reid point­ 
ed his ship’s “Long Tom” gun, its 
principal weapon, down the main 
hatch and blew the bottom out. 
The ship sank and the men fled to 
the hills. 
Years later the “Long Tom” was 
raised from its watery grave and 
placed on exhibition at the Chicago 
Exposition of 1892. Captain Reid 
received many honors for his he­ 
roic deed. He served for years as 
collector of the Port of New York. 
In addition 
to designing 
the 
present American flag, Reid also 
designed a national standard and 
a national cockade, but his last 
two were not adopted by the gov­ 
ernment.

lay-Off Plans 


Peace For 3 Years 
Now Assured In Big 
Automobile Industry 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK W — The first shock 
over, businessm en today are reas­ 
sessing the effects to industry as 
a whole of the General Motors and 
Ford lay-off plans. 
Three-fourths of the auto industry 
now 
has 
the 
prom ise 
of three 
years of labor peace — ending one 
of the big threats to present pros­ 
perity. 
But higher labor demands on 
other industries, inflation, autom a­ 
tion, the th reat to sm all business, 
the inroads on corporate profits, 
the pressure to hike state unem ­ 
ployment benefits — all of these 
are debating points w herever busi­ 
nessm en meet. 
Reaction in Wall Street was swift 
and bullish. T raders last week saw 
the threat of m ajor strikes this 
sum m er receding. They also saw 
the chance of another wage-price 
inflationary round. 
The long term effects are being 
sized up this w ay: 
If the lay-off pay plan spreads 
through industry it’s going to be 
though for the sm all struggling 
company. It’s going to be harder 
to start up a new company in a 
competitive field, if the men you 
hire 
become 
perm anent payroll 
m em bers before you’ve tested your 
sales potential. 
Companies big and sm all are go­ 
ing to take a long, hard look at 
their labor policies. As labor costs 
go up, the urge to invest in labor- 
saving m achinery — the trend to­ 
ward the autom atic factory — will 
grow stronger. 
Work schedule* will be planned 
more carefully to avoid expensive 
lay-offs. R ather than hire a new 
man in tim es of extra business 


activity — and thus add him per­ 
m anently to work rolls — corpora­ 
tions 
will 
pay 
present 
workers 
m ore overtime. 
Many state laws will have to be 
changed if the G eneral M otors and 
Ford lay-off plan* are to work, j 
P resent state laws don’t provide 
for supplem ental pay to state un­ 
em ploym ent benefits. 
Pressure is likely to build up to 
get the states to pay m ore liberal 
jobless benefits — the higher the 
state paym ents the less of a drain 
on any one corporate. 
The auto industry’s labor settle­ 
m ent is also expected to have an 
effect on the sum m er’s negotia­ 
tions in other industries. Steel un­ 
ion leaders are reported raising 
their sights now for higher pay — 
they won’t be asking for lay-off 
pay until next year. 
The plan, however, is expected 
to be an issue this year in talks 
between the unions and the farm

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TAX CUT THINKING 
AN INCOME tax cut for everybody— 
perhaps totalling between $3 billion and $5 
billion—is the tentative proposal of the 
Committee 
for Economic 
Development. 
The committee argues that the national ec­ 
onomy needs this boost, particularly in the 
high income tax brackets from which risk 
capital comes to spur economic growth. 
The CED can propose, but Congress will 
have a voice in the final outcome. Many 
Congressmen are convinced that there is 
a bright future for them in reducing taxes 
in the lower brackets, and perhaps upping 
the taxes in the higher brackets in which 
there are few votes. 
This is not the pattern followed when 
taxes were increased. Tax increases were 
much greater on those with high incomes, 
and concern for the economy of the nation 
suggests that reductions should follow the 
pattern of the increases.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


At the Four Power Conference—the Con- j 
ference at the Summit, as Sir Winston j 
Churchill would call it—one of the prin- 1 
cipal subjects for discussion will be the j 
recognition of Red China. The President j 
will be bound, in a m easure, by H. J. Res- j 
olution 159, passed by the Senate and the 
House of Representatives and now law of 
the land—Public Law 4—84th Congress — 
approved by President Eisenhower on Ja n ­ 
uary 29, 1955 at 8:42 A. M. 
This resolution stipulates: 
“ . . .That the President of the United 
States be and he hereby is authorized to 
employ the Armed Forces of the United 
States as he deems necessary for the spe­ 
cific purpose of securing and protecting 
Form osa and the Pescadores against a rm ­ 
ed attack, this authority to include the se­ 
curing and protection of such related posi­ 
tions and territories of that area now in 
friendly hands and the taking of such other 
m easures as he judges to be required or ap­ 
propriate in assuring the defense of For­ 
mosa and the Pescadores. 
“ This resolution shall expire when the 
President shall determine that the peace 
and security of the area is reasonably as­ 
sured by international conditions created J 
by action of the United Nations or other­ 
wise, and shall so report to the Congress.” 
The resolution is a tongue twister. It au­ 
thorizes the President to do w hat he al­ 
ready has the power to do and which he 
and President Trum an did without a joint 
resolution, namely, to station the Seventh 
Fleet in Form osan w aters to protect that 
government; to finance and supply t h a t 
government; and to train its troops for de­ 
fensive action against Communist China. 
No special resolution was necessary on 
Janu ary 29, but the President wanted it 
and so Congress gave it to him. The Tach- 
en Islands incident had occurred and a 
four-page m em orandum was sent to Chiang 
Kai-shek in which it was stated that if he 
would evacuate the Tachen Islands, t h e 
United States would defend Quemoy and 
Matsu. So Chiang has an underwriting 
which he can make public when he wants 
to, em barrassing an Administration which 
changes its mind with swift and repetitive 
irregularity. 
Meanwhile, India more than any other 
country raises the question of the recogni­ 
tion of Red China and sends Krishna Men- 
on from capital to capital to keep this par­ 
ticular pot boiling. Perhaps we shall dis­ 
cover some day that India and Red China 
have some kind of secret deal in which Red 
China will give India some quid pro quo. 
Otherwise 
t h e persistent 
activities of 
Krishna Menon and his m aster, Nehru, do 
not m ake sense at this time when this issue 
ought not to be pressing. 
That the Russians should be insistent 
upon the recognition of Red China is un­ 
derstandable, because that is a sine qua 
non of the Soviet Universal State. T i t o , 
who is still a Communist, cannot reject the- 
recognition of a Communist country. * 
This is a question for the A m erican peo­ 
ple to decide and it was decided in the 84th 
Congress which constitutionally represents 
the A m erican people. In the “ w hereases” 
to that resolution, it is stated: 
“W hereas certain territories in the West 
Pacific under the jurisdiction of the R e-' 
public of China are now under arm ed at-, 
tack, the threats and declarations have 
been and are being m ade by the Chinese 
Communists that such arm ed attack is in 
aid of and in preparation for arm ed attack 
on Form osa and the Pescadores. , .”

DIET AND HEALTH 


Nephritis M a y Follow 
Some Other Infection 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
YOUR kidneys are your body's 
filtering system. When some­ 
thing goes wrong with them, 
you’re going to have trouble. 
A fairly common source of 
trouble is nephritis or Bright’s 
disease. In fact, nephritis is the 
sixth leading cause of death in 
my home state of Illinois. And 
only 15 years ago it ranked third 
with 91.6 deaths per 100,600 popu­ 
lation. 


Waste Products 
Each kidney contains about 
1,000,000 tiny filters, which strain 
waste products from the blood. 
The waste products, in turn, are 
elim inated from the body In 
urine. 
The kidneys are the only or­ 
gans which can remove these 
waste products. If an Illness puts 
the filtering units of the kidneys 
out of commission, the waste 
products pile up in the blood. And 
lf the filtering system falls com­ 
pletely, death soon follows. 
More Damage 
Nephritis strikes the delicate 
membranes of the filtering units. 
And acute nephritis does even 
more damage. 
W ater is retained In the tis­ 
sues of the body. Although pain­ 
less, this accumulation of water 
usually causes a slight swelling 
around ankles, eyes or other parts 
of the body. Blood cells and pro­ 
teins leak into the urine with 
the result th at the urine appears 
bloody, smoky, or wine colored. 


Acute nephritis virtually al­ 
ways follows another infection in 
the body. In about 80 per cent of 
the cases, it conies on the heels of 
a streptococcal infection of the 
tonsils or other part of the upper 
respiratory tract. 
Exposure and Chill 
For many years, scarlet fever 
was the primary cause, but be­ 
cause this disease has been so 
well curbed in recent years, It 
now accounts for only a small 
portion of the cases of acute 
nephritis. Pneumonia, influenza 
and infected wounds are also 
occasional causes of acute neph­ 
ritis. Exposure and chill, espe­ 
cially if you are wet by rain, are 
believed to help nephritis get a 
start. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L K.: For the past three years, 
I have had a swelling on my chest 
about the size of an egg and 
swollen ankles. Am also inter­ 
ested in knowing w hat is m eant 
by “strained heart muscle.” 
Answer: The swelling on your 
chest might be due to a fatty 
tumor, cyst or tum or of some 
other variety. Swollen ankles may 
come from chronic kidney dis­ 
ease, heart disease or some cir­ 
culatory disturbance. A careful 
examination by your physician is 
needed to determine the cause of 
these conditions. 
The term “strained heart mus­ 
cle” usually applies to a heart 
which has become dilated or en­ 
larged.

POINTING OUT that Dr. Arthur 
F. Bums, President Eisenhower’s 
Economic Adviser, had called the 
long-term mortgage “one of the 
great reforms of our tim e,” Price 
added: 
“The long-term, fully amortized 
mortgage, with little or no down 
payment, is in some respects more 
conservative and safer than that 
which prevailed prior 
to 
enact­ 
ment of the National Housing Act 
of 1934 and creation of EHA.

amortization was rarely required 
and the high interest rates that 
then prevailed often invited default 
and foreclosure at the least econ­ 
omic downturn.

The best test of the mortgage 
credit’s soundness is the default 
record of home buyers, Price as­ 
serted. The delinquency rate on 
all home mortgages reached a re­ 
cord low in the first quarter of 
this year, according to a survey of 
two million mortgages by the Mor­ 
tgage Bankers Association of Am­ 
erica. 
Speaking of the demand for new 
homes, Price said the faulty habit 
of measuring the market by the 
rate of “household formation” was 
responsible for some gloomy es­ 
timates of its potential.

“THERE HAS been some appre­ 
hension that building over a mil­ 
lion homes a year since 1949 (this 
year about 1.3 million) would sat­ 
urate the market,” he said.

It gets the oats 
off the ground sooner to give the 
new legume-grass s e e d i n g a 
chance for growth. This can be 
important if the new seeding is 
the main reason for growing the 
oats. 
Oats for silage should be har­ 
vested in the late milk or early 
dough stage, agronomists say. 
The committee points out that 
a 60-bushel oats crop is consider­ 
ably higher than average. Such 
yields, it says, come mostly from 
good management practices 
and 
the use of plenty of fertilizer. 
The committee lists these steps 
for getting money-making oats 
yields, based on suggestions by 
Midwestern agronomists: 
I. Use sufficient quantities of 


lime, where needed; 2. Plant seed 
of approved varieties; 3. Add well­ 
balanced fertilizer containing ni­ 
trogen, phosphate and potash; 4. 
Follow proper tillage methods; 5. 
Control insects and diseases as 
much as possible.
